Driver Arrested, ‘Just Wanted 
to See* if Gadget to Hide 
Numbers Would Work. 


An ingenious device, apparently 
intended to help a motorist escape 
arrest, had the opposite effect 
yesterday afternoon. 


Warren Brown, a 24-year-old 
carpenter living in the 4200 block 
of North Broadway, told police 
that scientific curiosity had been 
his motive in putting his new 1948 
automobile license plate on hinges 
so he could cause it to fall flat, 
hiding the numbers, by pulling a 
wire attached to the steering col- 
umn. “I just wanted to see if it 
would work,” he explained, 

Brown’s long record of arrests 
on ‘traffic charges made the detec- 
tives skeptical. The doubts turned 
to downright suspicion when théy 
found a German-made automatic 
pistol and six cartridges in the 
glove compartment. A warrant 
charging Brown with carrying a 
concealed weapon was issued to- 
day.

PUPPY REPORTED 
BEATEN TO DEATH 
IN ‘HELL WEER’ 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 21 (UP)— 
The City Attorney’s office today 
investigated charges that frater- 
nity pledges at the University of 
California at Los Angelés beat a 
puppy to death and may have 
eaten it during “hell week” initi- 
ations by Beta Theta Pi. 

They began questioning John G. 
Hallock, 24 years old, after learn- 
ing that he suddenly resigned his 
pledge on Tuesday. He said he 
resigned because he was “re- 
volted” by the killing of a 6- 
month-old cocker spaniel by 
pledges, acting on orders of a 
member. 

Hallock, a former Air Force 
sergeant, said the member told 
the pledges to have a “freshly 
killed dog” and that “the dog 
must not be poisoned, because 
they were going to have to eat it.” 
He said he did not see the dog 

med but saw its body carried in- 
o the fraternity house basement. 

After hearing Hallock’s story, 
the investigators ordered the 
chapter president, Jim Higson, 
and two pledges, Richard Roberts 
and C. G. Van Duke, to appear 
Tuesday at the City Attorney’s 
office. 

The fraternity issued a state- 
ment that said the pledges got the 
cocker spaniel out of the dog 
pound at Santa Monica last Tues- 
day, but said they wanted the dog 
for a mascot. It said the dog had 
run away. The fraternity denied 
the charges of cruelty. 


USES PLIERS, SAVES 
HER SON, 4, FROM 
EAGLE’S CLUTCHES 


CARLSBAD, N.M., Feb. 21 
(AP)—A pair of pliers and a bed 
slat were the weapons used by 
a Carlsbad pair to save thelr 4 
year-old son from an _ eagle's 
clutches. The mother, ‘Mrs. C. J. 
Reinhart, told it this way yester- 


ay: 
The child was playing in the 
yard while she hung out a wash, 
Suddenly the big bird appeared in 
the yard. It hopped toward the 
child and dug its talons into his 
head. 

For a minute she pulled in vain 
at the eagle’s legs, then ran to 
the house. Returning with a pair 
of pliers she jerked the talons 
free, snatched up her son and 
rushed him to a doctor. Three 
talons had pierced the child's 
skin. 

Meanwhile, she had summoned 
her husband, who found the easle 
still in the neighborhood and 
killed it with a bed slat.

CHICAGO, Feb, 21 (AP)—.Two 
damage suits for $125,000 against 


17 policemen, charging false ar- 
rest and brutality in connection 
with the investigation of the Su- 
zanne Degnan murder two years 
ago, have been settled for $20,000 
by Hector Verburgh, 65-year-old 
janitor, and his wife. 

The defendants included Police 
Commissioner John C. Prender- 
gast, Chief of Detectives Walter 
Storms and Capt. Raymond Crane, 
chief of uniformed police, 

Verburgh had sued for $100,000, 
and his wife, Mary, for 325,000. 
He was paid $15,000 and his wife 
$5000 by the policemen. Marvin 
J. Peters, assistant corporation 
counsel, said that the city was 
not liable and was not contribut- 
ing to the amount paid by the 
policemen. Their attorney said 
the officers were paying the 
damages, prorating shares among 
themselves. 

Verburgh had charged he was 
hanged by his hands and other- 
Wise mistreated by policemen 
while being questioned about the 
abduction and dismemberment of 
the 6-year-old Degnan girl, who 
had been kidnaped from her 
home. Her body was dismem- 
bered in a basement of an apart- 
ment building at which Verburgh 
was janitor. 

The crime later was confessed 
by William G. Heirens, a Uni- 
versity of Chicago student, who is 
serving a series of life sentences 
for the Degnan killing and two 
others,

Crowd Assembles Early. 


For hours before Gottwald 
spoke, men, women and children 
came by trolley and on foot to as- 
semble on the square, Busses 
brought miners and factory WOrk- 
ers from nearby towns. 

The demonstrators jeered the 
mention of the three anti-Com- 
munist parties whose ministers 
submitted their resignations from 


munist control of police. 

These parties were the Czech 
National Socialists, with two cab- 
inet members; the Slovak Demo- 
crats, with lyn Pepe ess Catholic 
People’s party, W ree.

His speech was broadcast on the 
Czech radio and boomed out of 
amplifiers all over the city.

After speaking, Gottwald went 
to the presidential palace, it was 
learned. Other speakers addressed 
the crowd for another hour.

(The United Press reported that 
Benes, before leaving for Lany, 
told a delegation of five workers 
that “we have parliamentary gov- 
ernment, and we will continue to 
have it. I will not accept now or 
in the future anything which 
would mean excluding one group 
or another from participation in 
the Government.”) 

Going home, a group of 50 dem- 
onstrators gathered outside the 
office of the Czech National So- 
clalist newspaper Svobodne Slovo 
on the central public square. They 
cried, “Let’s stop this newspaper.” 
Police guards took posts at the 
entrances. The crowd made no 
effort to enter, 

The cabinet holds power from 
a Constituent National Assembly 
elected in May 1946, when the 
Communists polled the biggest 
vote, winning 38 per cent of the 
seats in the Assembly but failing 
to gain a majority. 

The Assembly was set up to 
serve until a new Constitution

Dented Armor 
In the rate hearings at Jefferson City this 


week, Southwestern Bell’s touted armor of public 
relations has been not merely dented but pierced 


dy jagged blows. 


Under questioning: by Morris Osburn, chalr- 
man of the Public Service Commission, tele- 
phone officials admitted that rate concessions 
granted in some other states are denied in Mis- 
souril. Mr. Osburn cannot understand why tele- 
phone subscribers in all states should not be 
treated alike. 

' Obvious discrimination was revealed in the 
treatment of the telephone company’s reserve for 
depreciation.. In Missouri alone this reserve 
reaches the huge sum of nearly $55,000,000. This 


i 35 per cent of the total property valuation on 


which Southwestérn Bell wants to earn a return. 

This is money that has acctimulated over a 
period of years in excess of what was needed to 
cancel out real depreciation and to yield 4 fair 
return on the investment. N 

If this $55,000,000 represented true deprecia- 
tion, the rate-making valuation ought to be re- 
duced by that sum. If it is excess earnings 
above a fair return, it properly belongs to the 
subscribers, and it still should be credited 
against the property valuation. 

In Illinois, Kansas, Tennessee and some other 
states, the Bell System accepts this reasoning. 
It takes the depreciation reserve out of the 
rate base. But not in Missouri. 

An established rule of the Public Service Com- 
mission requires the telephone company to pay 
itself in operating income each year an amount 
equal to 3 per cent of the depreciation reserve. 
But the company wants a return of at least 512 
per cent annually on $55,000,000. 

The difference between the way the deprecia- 
tion reserve is handled in Illinois, for example, 
and in Missouri is the difference between 3 per 
cent and, say, 544 per cent annually on $55,- 
000,000. That comes to more than $1,360,000 4 
year. 

There, as Chairman Osburn implies, is a 
chance to pick up at one swoop 42 per cent of 
the increase of $3,250, 000 which Southwestern 
Bell is asking. 

The Public Service Commission wants to know, 


furthermore, why, since the company has amassed 


such an oversized reserve, the annual charge for 
depreciation should not be cut. 

The property is being depreciated at the rate 
of 3.61 per cent a year. This amounts in Mis- 
souri to $5,000,000-plus, or nearly one-eighth of 
total annual operating expenses. If the annual 
depreciation allowances were whittled down to 
size, the saving would amount to several hundred 
thousand dollars a year. Such a saving, coupled 
with adjusted interest on the depréciation re- 
serve, would account for at least half the total 
rate increase the company seeks. 

This is to say nothing of the license contract 
fee which Southwestern Bell pays to A. T. & T. 
in New York, or of monopoly prices paid the 
sister subsidiary, Western Electric, or of expan- 
sion costs charged to current maintenance, or of 
failure to include income from new telephones 
to be installed during the year in estimates of 
operating revenue. And there are still other 
charges and accounting practices to be explored 
later in the inquiry). 

In brief, Southwestern Bell's rate application 
is being treated’ to the kind of energetic, search- 
ing inquiry necessary if a monopoly industry is 
to be stimulated to efficient operation and if its 


: patrons are to be assured of fair tates. 


Narrow-Gauge Politics 

The opposition to.the transfer of St. Louis 
City Sanitarium, as led by House Democratic’ 
Floor Leader Roy Hamlin, is neither pretty nor 
astute, First he contended that the state lacks 
constitutional power to take it over—even 
though the ‘state already operates every other 
public mental hospital in Missouri. Then he 
tried to create hostile rural sentiment with re- 
marks about St. Louls being “one of the wealth- 
lest cities in the country’”—when every legislator 
knows the city government is in severe straits 
because the federal and state governments have 
monopolized the best tax sources, 

Majority Floor Leader R. J. King Jr. charged 
Hamlin with fighting the bill to embarrass the 
Republican administration of Mayor Kaufmann. 
Hamlin's conduct does invite that strong sus- 
picion, which is why it is not astute. 

St. Louis is frequently a real contest be- 
tween Democrats and Republicans. The St. 
Louis vote often decides state and senatorial con- 
tests. In recent years, to be sure, the city has 
leaned Republican—and why? Largely because 
the local Democrats and their cronies across the 
state have abused their chances with the at- 
tempted governorship steal and other unsavory 
business. 

If Mr. Hamlin thinks he can win St. Louis by 
cynical moves to leave this million-dollar-a-year 
state responsibility on the city, he’d better think 


again.

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Spain and the Marshall Plan 


The Spanish dictator, Gen. Franco, seems to 
have two virtues: Hope and patience. Despite 
the revulsion against his seizure and use of 
power, the little man persists in the notion that 
his government eventually will be accepted as a 
partner by the Western democracies, 

War and war-induced economic dislocations to 
a certain extent have played into his hand. For 
example, France has been forced to re-open the 
But if Franco felt that this 
was a preliminary to aid under the Marshall 
plan, he must have been disappointed by the 
warning served on his foreign minister by Paul 
Culbertson, the American charge d' affaires. 

Even though the 16 Paris nations decided not 
to invite Spanish co-operation in the recovery 
program, Culbertson said that the door is not 
closed to Spain or any other country. But be- 
fore the threshold can be crossed, he added, 
Spain must reform its economy, liberalize its 
political life, and make possible freedom of 
thought and press. That is virtually to say that 
Spain must get rid of Franco and the Falange. 

Pro-Franco propaganda is beginning to ap- 
pear, especially in some English publications. 
Most fxavelers back from Spain, however, tell of 


a sullen country under the yoke of a far-reaching 
political police system. Their observations fit 
into the usual pattern of fascist tyranny. So it 
had better be remembered that a dictatorship of 
the Right is no help against one of the Left. 

The State Department “will do well not to 
change its standing order to its representative in 
Madrid to tell Spanish officials at every oppor- 
tunity that there must be a housecleaning before 
Spain can hope to become a beneficiary of the 
effort to reconstruct Western Europe. 
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For a F ederel, Sinking Fund 


When an individual with a proper respect 
for his solvency goes into debt, say for the pur- 
chase of a home, he arranges for an orderly 
retirement of that indebtedness. By one plan or 
another, he regularly sets aside a sum of money 
for its eventual discharge. Business firms are 
even more orderly in this respect. If bonds are 
outstanding, for example, a sinking fund is 
set up. Why shouldn't the Federal Government 
be equally systematic? 

Debt reduction is an annual political football. 
On stump and radio, politicians always favor 
it. But in an election year especially, they are 
likely to neglect it in favor of a tax cut. The 
latter, unfortunately, has. the more obvious 
though less well founded vote appeal. 

Thus Representative Knutson, leader of the 
a-cut-for-a-vote crowd, also gives lip service to 
debt reduction. He asserts that if his tax bill 
is enacted, it still will be possible to cut 
$2,600,000,000 off the national indebtedness. 
Mr. Truman suggests a $7,500,000,000 debt re- 
duction. The Knutson figure represents only a 
fraction more than 1 per cent of the total, as 
is pointed out in Mr: Benedict’s article under 
the cartoon today. At such an annual rate, it 
would take a century to wipe out the debt. At 
Mr. Truman’s rate, we would be free of it in 
34 years. 

But aside from all considerdtions of war, de- 
pression or other untoward circumstance which 
might intervene, the Federal Government has no 
plan for annual debt cutting at one rate or the 
other. Unlike the individual or the corporation, 
it has no sinking fund. 8 

Instead, there are the recurring arguments as 
to whether to use the surplus to cut taxes or 
cut the debt. The cheap and short-sighted popu- 
larity of the tax cut always has the advantage. 

A national policy setting up a firm sinking 
fund policy should be adopted. Such a policy, 
if. continued by succeeding Congresses for five 


or 10 years, might gain such prestige and ac- 


ceptance that even demagogues who thrive on 
opportunistic tax cuts could not prevail, 
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Travesty in the House 

Rebuking the House Rules Committee, retired 
Supreme Court Justice Roberts calls its be 
havior “a travesty of the American system of 
representative government.” The House Armed 
Services Committee approved universal military 
training nearly eight months ago, but the Rules 
Committee is holding it up, and Chairman Leo 
Allen says the bill “will not become law.” Mr. 
Roberts told him: 

As an individual member of Congress, it 
is your right and duty to vote your own 
convictions. In this country, we can both 
be thankful that the majority still prevails. 
But it cannot prevail if legalistic jockeying 
is employed to prevent important measures 
from being considered by the representa- 
tives of all the people, 


The committee, as Mr. Roberts says, was 
never intended to exercise the right of veto.” 
It was created to schedule an orderly flow of 
business from committees to the floor. A ma- 
jority of the House can take a bill away from 
the committee but this is a difficult task at best. 
Allen’s belief that he can stop the bill is no 
light boast. 

Such conduct is an old story with this com- 
mittee. Its behavior might be called a kind of 
corporate Cannonism, It comforts critics of 
American government, quite apart from the im- 
portance of this particular bill to the security of 
America. The House should reduce the Rules 
Committee from its usurped role of dictator to 
its proper role as expediter. 
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The New Taste of Envelopes 


The determination of envelope-makers to give 
their gummed flaps a new taste is a fine and 
public-spirited move. This is not because we 
particularly care for peppermint, but because we 
particularly didn't care for the way envelope 
flaps have always tasted. 

It was an elusive taste. To some it was a sort 
of gray, left-over taste, as if it had been standing 
too long. To-others it tasted like a gelatine cap- 
sule, or poor man’s butterscotch. To still others 
it tasted the way flypaper looks. Whichever way 
it tasted, it got worse for awhile after you had 
licked the flap and then settled down into a 
small, vaguely unpleasant aftertaste. 

So we are glad to put in a lick for the new 
envelope flap. There's only one hitch. After its 
peppermint flavor, the average postage stamp 
is going to come as an awful anticlimax. 
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Longo Wins Over Hague 


John R. Longo’s acquittal in Jersey City is 
a victory for civic decency over the ruthless 
machine polities of “I Am the Law” Hague. The 
issue supposedly was whether Longo had fraud- 
ulently altered a votg record five years ago. 
Actually it was whether all the resources of the 
corrupt Hague outfit, including its minions on 
the courts, could railroad a political worker who 
had dared to go against the boss. 

As was to have been expected under the 
circumstances, Longo was convicted notwith- 
standing his hard fight. He then was turned 
back in one appeal after another. But he per- 
sisted and finally he won a new trial. When the 
case against him at last came up for review, an 
impartial judge made short shrift of it. “The 
evidence,” said the court, was purely circum- 
stantial and not a sufficient hypothesis of guilt 
to permit the case to go to the jury.” N 

Longo triumphs not only over the Hague ma- 
chine but the Department of Justice as well. He 
and his supporters tried for many months to 
obtain federal intervention in the case on the 
grounds that the political oppression had vio- 
lated his civil rights. Frank Murphy as Attorney 
General ordered an invéstigation, but under 
Francis Biddle the Department of Justice de- 
clined to interest itself in the case. Those were 
days when Hague had his way in Washington 
as well as Jersey City and the boss’s henchmen 
were getting White House appointments.

Why Not a Sinking Fund? 


The Mirror 
of 
‘Public Opinion 


Although determined to cut taxes, Republicans also favor debt 
reduction, writer points out; this is likely to be an issue in every 
Congress with debt retirement the less popular alternative; creation 
of a sinking fund suggested to take the question out of politics.

The public debt reached $279,200,000,000 
at the end of February 1946, but there was 
26 billion net, in the general fund (work- 
ing balance) of the Treasury. On Jan. 27, 
1948, the debt had been reduced to $256,- 
400,000,000, mostly by dipping into the gen- 
eral fund, which at that date stood at 
$4,100,000,000,. net. 


Tax Cuts Preferred 


If the debt were to be reduced every 
year by $7,500,000,000, it would be wiped 
out in 34 years, by 1983. If it were to be 
reduced by $2,600,000,000, it would be wiped 
out in 99 years, in 2047. 


But you forget,” the supporters of the 
Knutson bill reply, “that tax reduction 
makes for greater prosperity and hence 
higher Treasury surpluses—that this Con- 
gress is going to cut Government expendi- 
tures. below the budget total—that a Re- 
publican Administration will produce real 
Government economy—and that, anyhow, 
the Treasury consistently underestimates 
receipts.” 


To many students of Government finance, 
it is dangerous for Congress to consider 


tax reduction in relation to debt reduction, 
and vice versa, every year. In any such 
consideration, tax reduction will. always 
have the greater appeal. 

From this viewpoint, some debt reduction 
every year would best be assured by set- 
ting up a sinking fund to retire the debt 
and providing for annual payments into 
that fund. Then the debt retirement pro- 
gram, ceasing to be a political football, 
. be definite instead ot haphazard, 


Aft ter the Last War 


At the end of World War I, approximate- 
ly one-half of the public debt was répre- 
sented by the wartime loans to foreign gov- 
ernments. The other half was considered 
“domestic war debt.” 


Id March 1919 Congress provided for a 
cumulative sinking fund designed to retire 
the domestic half of the debt in 25 years. 
Annual payments into this sinking fund 
were to increase automatically. Repay- 
ments were to extinguish the other half of 
the debt also in 25 years. 


However, the refunding agreements be- 
ginning in 1923 allowed the foreign debtors 
62 years, in most cases, in which to.liqui- 
date their indebtedness. Sums due under 
these agreements were paid until “1931-382, 
then ceased, 


And as a result of the depression of that 
period, the debt began to increase in the 
fiscal year 1931. 


A 3 Per Cent Reduction 


Between 1919 and 1931, the debt was re- 
duced by 36.5.per cent, from $25,500,000,000 
to .$16,200,000,000. The reduction (some 
every year) averaged $345,000,000 annually. 
This average annual reduction amounted to 
81-3 per cent of the total debt on June 30, 
1919. 

Today a reduction of $7,500,000,000 would 
amount to almost 3 per cent of the debt, 
one of $2,600,000,000 to a little moré than 1 
per cent. 

While the debt was being reduced by 
more than one third in 1919-31, four reduc- 
tions were made in the personal income 
tax. 


Underpaid Federal Administrators

President Truman has been criticized, 
and justly, for the number of military men 
he has appointed to civilian posts. And al- 
though he has complained of the difficulty 
of getting competent civilians to ac- 
cept high positions, the President has 
failed to retain several highly-qualified 
administrators, | 

However, much of the blame for the dif- 
ficulty in enlisting competent citizens in 
Government service must rest with Con- 
gress, because of the inadequate salary 
scale it has imposed upon Government of- 

cials. The present plight of the Civil 
Aeronautics Board is a good example. 


At a time when our air policy, both mili- 
tary and civil, is desperately in need of 
development and division, only two mem- 
bers remain on the five-man board. 

Clarence M. Young resigned to take a 
$17,500-a-year job in charge of the Los 
Angeles municipal airports. Chairman 
James M. Landis was not reappointed, 
Harllee Branch, who is 68, resigned because 
of “high living costs in Washington” and 
because he is “quite tired.” He agreed to 
stay until May, so the board would have a 
quorum. 


Two other important civil air posts soon 
will be vacant. Theodore P. Wright, Civil 
Aeronautics Administrator and an expert 
on air safety, is leaving to become vice 
president of Cornell University, in charge 
of research, at a reported salary of $20,000.

And there is throughout the 
world an accelerating exhaus- 
tion, not only in Europe but in 
the Western Hemisphere, of dol- 
lars for the purchase of American 
exports. 

Beyond that there is the im- 
pending British financial crisis, 
an almost certain demonstration 
that the economic plans for a 
German revival are largely mis- 
calculated and unworkable, not to 
speak of what may be expected 
in China and Japan. 


Only a Palliative. 


It is now almost mathematically 
certain that about half of the 
Marshall plan—the half that is 
designed for Britain and Germany 
—can only mitigate the trouble, 
that it cannot produce recovery 
and restore solvency. 

That half is none the less im- 
portant politically and humanly. 
But in a prudent and objective 
estimate of what probably lies 
ahead, we must brace ourselves 
against surprises and shocks com- 
ing from that great part of the 
world economy of which Britain 
is the strategic center. | 

The crisis could be of such 
dimensions that emergency meas- 
ures, above and beyond the Mar- 
shall plan, may become impera- 
tive. This is not intended, of 
course, to be alarmist, = there 
is no reason for hysteria. In fact, 
hysteria would only make matters 
worse. 

But the portents are sufficient 
to demand on our part planning 
and preparation for many contin- 
gencies which have not yet been 
taken into account in our vastly 
over-extended, infinitely compli- 
cated, and thinly supported, gen- 
eral policy.

E home economists have done 
a lot of experimental work on 
developing new uses for all 
kinds of foods—fresh, canned, 
frozen, dried, dehydrated, etc. 
Some of these have been excellent 
and doubtless will continue to be 
favorite ways of preparation for 
generations to come. But some of 
those developed long before we 
were born are still going strong 
and will continue as long as peo- 
ple eat. ° 
An illustration is uses of cher- 
ries. No fruit has more dazzling 
beauty and this is especially true 
of the sour red variety, and their 
vivacious flavor is equally pleas- 
ing. But the application of heat 
causes this gorgeous color to fade 
to a much less attractive pale 
red, Fortunately heat affects the 
cherry flavor little if any. 


While gilding the lily in food is 
rarely ever advisable, here is one 
instance where it is well to prac- 
tice a little deception and ‘add 
some red vegetable coloring to 
cherries used in cooked desserts. 
The dmount of coloring added 
should just balance that which 
the cherries lose in cooking. An- 
other point to keep in mind when 
using canned cherries is to use all 
the juice even though it is thin 
and watery. It is full of flavor 
and when enough thickening is 
added to give the juice, a thin, 
sauce-like consistency, the fruit 
and juice tie together better and 
make a more appetizing dessert, 


The hollows in the _ pitted 
cherries are difficult to drain of 
all their juice so the juice that 
does drain out must be thickened 
a little more than seems desir- 
able, but when it is returned to 
the fruit, it blends with the juice 
retained in the pits to the right 
consistency. Here is one of those 
good old-time cherry desserts that 
fits the reqmirements ectly 
for a Washington birthday din- 
ner. 

Cherry. Kuchen 

Filling: No. 2 can sour pitted 
red cherries, two tablespoons corn- 
starch, three-fourths cup sugar, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, one- 
eighth teaspoon almond extract, 
fouf drops red coloring. 

Drain cherries. Turn juice into 
saucepan. Add cornstarch, mix 
thoroughly and cook until thick 
and clear, stirring constantly. Add 
sugar and salt and cook until 
mixture bubbles. Cool, Add al- 
mond extract and red coloring. 


Rich Biscuit Dough: One and 
one-eighth cups all-purpose flour, 
one and one-half teaspoons Saking 
powder, one-fourth teaspoon salt, 
one tablespoon sugar, two table- 
spoons butter or margarine, one 
egg. one-fourth cup milk. 

Sift flour, measure and resift 
with baking powder, salt and sug- 
ar. Add butter. Rub into 
mixture until consistency of corn 
meal. Beat egg, combine with 
milk. Mix with flour butter mix- 
ture lightly but thoroughly. Turn 
out on floured board, roll out 
about one-fourth inch thick and 
fit into nine-inch pie plate with 
about one inch overhanging edges. 
Turn cooled cherry mixture onto 
dough. Fold edges back over 
cherry mixture at two-inch inter- 
vals to form a fluted pattern. 
Sprinklé cherries with streusel 
made by rubbing two tablespoons 
flour, four tablespoons sugar, two 
tablespoons butter and one-fourth 
teaspoon cinnamon with fingertips 
until small lumps are formed. 
Bake in hot oven (400F.) 25 min- 
utes. Serve while warm, Bight 
servings.
